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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . The current status of the parent nonprovisional application(s) should be included, 
e.g., now U.S. Patent No 6,645.052 issued November 1 1 , 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 13 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Russell et al. (6,395,194 81). 

Russell et al. C194) disclose the use of an abrasive free polishing pad and that It 
may therefore be desirable to intentionally pre-condition the polishing pad with or 
without a "dummy" wafer prior to polishing (Col. 9, lines 43-55). 

Ailowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 14-16 and 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1-8, 11, 12 and 21 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The applicants have submitted arguments with the preliminary amendment filed 
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February 27, 2004. As the applicants have argued, the prior art of record fails to 
disclose, teach, or suggest, reducing a roughness of the polishing surface in 
combination with scanning or measuring a surface flatness of the polishing surface. 
The examiner, respectfully, agrees.
